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AND  THE  BLIND. 


This  Institution  is  one  of  the  noblest  of  our  State  charities,  and  merits 
the  most  liberal  encouragement.  It  is  under  the  able  supervision  of 
Prof.  Newton  F.  Walker,  whose  efforts  are  well  sustained  by  attentive 
and  efficient  officers  and  teache.s.  The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
during  the  Scholastic  Session,  which  closed  on  Thursday,  June  27th, 

1872,  was 42 

This  is  a larger  number  of  pupils  than  have  ever  attended  during  any 
previous  session.  The  present  School  Session  commenced  on  Wednesday 
October  2,  1872.  The  main  building  of  the  Institution  not  affording 
sufficient  room  for  the  accommodation  of  pupils,  the  building  known  as 
“ The  Old  Boarding  House,”  has  been  placed  in  a state  of  good  repair, 
and  the  Institution  is  now  open  for  the  reception  of  suitable  2)upils  of  all 
classes.  The  funds  which  ought  to  have  been  available  for  the  support 
of  the  Institution  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31st,  1872,  are  as 
follows :

The  Institution  has  received,  of  the  foregoing  amount,  from  the  State 
Treasury,  only  five  hundred  dollars,  but  has  been  sustained,  during  the 
year,  though  with  much  difficulty,  on  credit. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Institution  for  1872  shows  that  the 
amount  of  money  expended  for  its  support,  for  the  Fiscal 

Year  ending  October  31st,  1872,  was $9,242  02 

Of  this  amount,  $625.00  was  paid  out  for  repairs  on  the  “ Old 
Boarding  House.”  The  repairs  on  the  “ Old  Boarding 
House”  were  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind, 

and  cost $1,981  00 

Of  this  sum,  $1,356.00  have  been  paid  out  since  November  1st,  1872, 
the  commencement  of  the  Current  Fiscal  Tear. 

A new  supply  of  text-books,  school  apparatus  and  musical  instruments 
is  necessary,  in  order  that  the  Institution  may  fully  carry  out  its  good 
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work.  I desire  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  making  provisions 
by  which  the  pupils  of  this  Institution  shall  be  taught  such  trades  or 
handicrafts  as  will  enable  each  one  of  them  to  obtain  a respectable  live- 
lihood after  leaving  the  Institution. 

This  matter  is  of  as  much,  if  not  of  greater,  importance  to  these  wards 
of  the  State,  than  that  which  is  popularly  termed  an  education.  There 
ought  to  be  established  : 

A Jlroom  Shop,  for  the  Illind  ; 

A Wood  Shop,  for  the  Mutes; 

A Printing  Othce,  for  the  Mutes; 

A Sewing  Room,  for  the  Girls. 

There  is  now  a Shoe  Shop  connected  with  the  Institution.  To  carry 
out  .such  a plan  will  necessitate  the  following  e.xpcnditures : 

The  purchase  of  an  outfit  for  a small  Printing  Office; 

The  purchase  of  Sewing  Machine.s,  Ac.,  for  the  Sewing  Room. 

The  i)utting  in  thorough  repair  of  the  brick  building  now  occupied  in 
part  by  the  Shoe  Shop. 


The  ^yood  or  Cabinet  Shop  and  Rroom  Shop  can  be  put  in  operation 
without  incurring  much  expen.se. 

A very  large  i)roj)ortion  of  the  pupils  attending  the  Institution  are 
either  orphans,  or  children  of  ])arents  who,  by  reason  of  extreme  ])ov- 
erty,  are  wholly  unable  to  provide  them  with  suitable  clothing,  and  to 
defray  their  transportation  expenses  to  and  from  the  Institution.  I am 
fully  persua.led  that  many  who  would  otherwise  gladly  avail  themselves 
of  its  advantages,  are,  for  this  reason,  jtrevented  from  so  doing.  It 
would  be  an  act  of  generosity  and  humanity  on  the  jiart  of  our  legisla- 
tors, to  create  and  set  apart  a fund  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
clothing  and  transportation  expenses  of  these  indigent  and  unfortunate 
people.

Siipeidiiteiideiit’s  Report. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Commissioners 

of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blbid: 

Gentlemen — Tlie  duty  devolves  on  me,  of  presenting  to  you,  tlie 
condition  and  necessities  of  the  Institution  over  which  I have  the  honor 
to  preside.  With  this,  closes  the  Twenty-fourth  Fiscal  Year  since  the 
foundation  of  the  Institution.  Having  had,  recently,  frequent  calls  for 
a short  history  of  this  Institution,  from  the  heads  of  Sister  Institutions, 
and  deeming  it  desirable  as  a matter  of  record,  I propose  here  to  insert 
a concise  statement  of  the  general  items  of  interest  connected  there- 
with. 

The  foundation  of  the  School,  or  rather  of  the  Department  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  dates  from  January,  1849.  The  Department  for  the 
Blind  was  opened  in  April,  1855.  The  enterprise  was  that  of  an  indi- 
vidual, from  its  origin,  in  1849,  up  to  1857,  at  which  time  the  property 
was  transferred  to  the  State,  and  more  am])le  buildings  erected.  The 
exercises  were  undisturbed  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  year  1865,  at 
which  time,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a currency,  the  pupils  were 
sent  home.  In  the  Fall  of  1866,  the  exercises  were  resumed  and  con- 
tinued for  one  Session,  after  which  it  was  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners,  again  to  suspend  indefinitely ; this  obliged  the  Teach-  , 
ers  and  officers  to  enter  other  fields  of  labor  for  their  support ; being,  at 
the  time,  one  of  the  Associate  Principals,  I consider  it  my  duty,  here,  in 
behalf  of  the  others,  as  well  as  myself,  to  state  that  the  Institution  was 
not  deserted  by  us  voluntarily.  By  and  with  the  advice  of  the  then  ex- 
isting Board  of  Commissioners,  we  engaged  in  other  pursuits,  temporarily ; 
engaging  with  Professor  Hughstou  to  reside  in  the  Building,  and  to  take 
care  of  the  property,  since  he  could  do  so,  and,  at  the  same  time,  super- 
intend his  farm,  which  was  adjoining  this  place.  In  the  Fall  of  1869, 
the  School  was,  for  the  second  time,  re-opened,  and  has,  since  that  time, 
steadily  advanced  in  numbers  and  usefulness,  until  now  there  is  a greater 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  than  at  any  previous  time  since  its  in- 
ception. This  progress,  too,  despite  the  financial  stringency  of  the  year, 
which  would  surely  have  necessitated  the  third  suspension,  but  for  the 
strenuous  efforts  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  the  long  credit  given  us 
bv  some  of  the  merchants  of  Spartanburg,  and  others,  from  whom  we 
have  procured,  and  are  still  procuring,  our  supplies.  In  this  connection 
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I would  mention  the  hict  tlmt  the  Teachers  have  labored  steadily  and 
assiduously,  although  they  [have  not  received  their  salaries  for  almost  a 
year  ; this,  too,  when  a majority  of  them  could  have  entered  other  fields 
of  labor.  Tliey  liave  been  encouraged  by  the  deep  interest  which  your 
I->ijard  have  taken  in  behalt  of  the  Institution,  and  to-dav,  although 
some  of  them  are  much  in  need  of  the  amount  due  them,  they  are  as 
closely  and  honestly  engaged  in  their  respective  labors  as  if  tiiey  had 
been  regularly  and  promptly  i)aiil  their  salaries.  W'e  contidently  ho]>e 
that,  ere  the  close  of  the  year,  the  fetate  finances  may  be  so  improvrd 
that  they,  as  well  as  the  merchants  and  others  who  have  so  generously 
come  to  our  aid  in  this  matter,  may  be  relieved.  As  will  be  more  fully 
shown  in  the  proper  jdace,  the  institution  is  in  debt  to  the  amount  of 
S-3,441.29  (besides  what  has  been  raised  by  your  Board,  by  dei)ositing  or- 
ders on  the  State  Treasury,  as  collaterals.  ) 

This  amount  includes  all  outstanding  debts  uj)  to  the  close  of  the 
Fisctil  Year,  e.xcept  an  amount  of  Sdt)o.48,  which  is  still  due  on  the  Fis- 
cal \ ear  of  18b<,  and,  as  I understand  from  my  predecessor,  has  never 
been  officially  brought  before  your  Board.

The  deportment  of  the  pupils  has,  in  gener-al,  been  satisfactory,  and 
all  have  made  commendable  progress  in  their  studies.  No  death  has 
occurred  during  the  entire  Session,  and  the  health  of  all  connected  with 
the  Institution,  has  been  unsually  good.  Each  Annual  Report  more 
fully  confirms  the  desirableness  of  our  location,  in  point  of  health. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to.  the  great  need  of  increa.sed 
Shop  facilities.  We  have  only  the  Boot  and  Shoe  trade  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  boys,  and  no‘ trade  for  either  Males  or  Females  of  the  Blind 
pupils,  or  for  the  IMute  girls.  I would  suggest  that  a sufficient  appro- 
priation be  asked  for,  to  enable  us  to  establish  an  Industrial  Department 
' for  the  Females  of  both  Departments,  a Printing  Office  'and  Cabinet 
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shop  for  the  Dea  ai.J  D„ml,  an, I tl,e  firooiu,  JIat,  Brusl.  an,l 

Uailr  .Seating  tra.les  tor  the  Win, I hove.  Of  the  latter  elaea  of  .n.pile 
>ve  have  a mnuberof  adults.a  majorityof  whom  must  have  trades  tauglu 
them,  here,  or  else  return  to  their  huuilies,  an, I remain  in  a stale  of  com- 
parative dependeiiee  on  them,  whereas  with  a portion  or  all  of  the  trades 
last  eminierated,  they  will  make  not  only  selfsli|>porting  men,  hut  vain- 
ahle  and  useiiil  citizens.  In  lieu  of  these  shops  and  trailes,  the  piiiiils 
have  heen  required  to  aid  in  the  iloinestie  dnti«  of  the  estahlishnieiit, 
oth  in  and  out  of  doors.  Ours  is  peculiarly  a home  Institution  - the 
association  of  the  .Superintendent  with  the  p,i,,ils  is  closelv  assimiiated 
to  that  of  a father  with  his  children,  his  office  and  |,rivate  room  heino 
always  accessihic  to  them.  Officers  and  ,ai,iils  take  their  meals  in  the 
same  room,  ami  at  the  same  tahle.  The  teachers  have  perfhrmed  their 
‘ lilies  satisfactorily  and  in  a manner  commendable  to  them.  The  curri- 
ciiluln  of  studies  has  not  heen  materially  changed,  since  the  date  of  the 
last  Keport.  Iho  following  Studies  have  been  pursued  in  the  Deiairt- 
nient  lor  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.-  Peel’s  Course  of  Instruction,  Oeographv 
Arithinetie,  Itnglisli  Grammar,  History,  Bible  Bissons  and  Oeneral 
Biteratiire.  In  the  Department  for  the  Blind,  the  following  hranches 
have  heen  taught:  Orthography,  Reading,  Writing,  Mental  ami  Writ- 
ten  Arithmetic,  Lnglish  Grammar,  Ancient  and  aAIodorn  Ilit^torv  Xa- 
tural  History  Pi, ilosophy,  Khetoric,  Chemistry,  Algebra,  Geometry, 
Latin,  Biblical  and  General  Literature,  and  Vocal  and  Instrumental 
wMiisic.  I would  urge  the  jmipriety  of  the  Su])erintendent’8  beimr  au- 
thorized to  visit  some  of  the  leading  Institutions  for' the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
and  the  Blind  in  the  United  8tate.s,  during  the  next  8e8..ioii,  in  order 
thoroughly  to  acquaint  hini.self  with  all  improvements  in  Books,  Appa- 
ratus, lu'gime  etc.,  and  to  procure  such  as  would  be  of  benefit  to  our 
Institution.  Our  Book.s  and  Apparatus,  jiarticularlv  for  the  Blind,  have 
been  in  use  for  a long  tiiu(»,  and  sadly  need  replenishing.

Allow  me,  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  necessities,  and 
in, view  of  an  increase  in  the  mimher  ot  pupils  likely  tube  in  attendance 
during  the  next  Session,  to  suggest  that  your  Board  ask  of  the  Legisla- 
ture an  appropriation  of  Slo.OOO. 

This  amount  will  enable  us  to  carry  on  the  Institution,  and  to  do  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  establishing  shops,  and  make  some  neccssaij  repairs 
and  improvements. 

By  your  permission.  Prof.  Ilughston  has  been  allowed  to  engage  ^Irs. 
L.  C.  \V.  Henderson,  in  his  stcad,.in  order  that  he  may  spend  the  winter 
in  a more  'Southern  climate.  The  condition  of  his  health  made  this 
change  necessarw  e hope  to  see  him  return  in  the  spring,  oi  eaily 
summer,  much  iiu[tri>ved,  ami  to  have  him  spared  to  us  for  man^  years. 
Under  this  arrangement,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  allow  Mrs.  North  to 
remain  in  the  Hej)artment  for  the  Leaf  and  Humh,  and  ISIrs.  Ilendeisou 
to  take  charge  of  that  for  the  Blind. 

C.  A.  Neagle,  having  been  appointed  Steward  by  your  Board,  entered 
upon  his  duties  as  such  on  the  first  of  October,  1872. 

With  this  Fiscal  Year  closes  the  official  connection  of  a majority  of 
your  Board  with  this  Institution.  As  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Insti- 
tution, I take  jdeasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  devotion 
exhibited  by  you,  individually  as  well  as  officially,  in  behalf  of  the  un- 
fortunate sons  and  daughters  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  whom  the  htate, 
through  your  instrumentality,  has  here  j)rovidcd. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  proj)er  that  we  join  in  rendering  thanks  to  Al- 
mighty God  for  the  success  vouchsafed  us  during  the  Fiscal  ear,  and 
for  the  exemption  from  death  or  any  serious  calamity.  All  of  which  is 
most  respectfully  submitted.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

1st.  Parent*!  applying  for  the  admission  of  children  will  address  the 
Superintendent. 

2d.  The  Parents,  Guardians,  or  Friends  of  the  pupils  are  required  to 
clothe  them.  Every  article  of  clothing  must  have  the  pupil’s  name  on  it 
' in  indelible  ink,  or  with  thread  of  unfading  color.  The  whole  must  be 
neatly  packed  in  a good  trunk,  with  a good  lock  and  key.  Pupils  must 
be  neatly  and  comfortably  clothed,  hut  no  extravagance  in  dress  al- 
lowed. 
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3(1.  A small  amount  of  money,  say  live  or  ten  dollars,  will  be  required 
to  be  deposited  with  the  Huperintendent,  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupil, 
•should  need  require. 

4th.  New  pupils  will  be  reeeived  at  the  beginning  of  each  Session. 

dth.  Pay  pupils  charged  $ , per  session  of  ten  months. 

()th.  Payments  are  always  to  be  made  six  months  in  advance. 

7th.  Except  in  cases  of  sickness,  all  the  pupils  are  expected  to  remain 
at  the  Institution,  from  the  commencement  to  the  close  of  each  Session, 
at  which  time  Parents  or  Friends  should  be  prepared  to  take  them  home 
to  spend  the  vacation. 

LOCATION. 

The  South  Carolina  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  and  the  Blind,  is  located  at  Cedar  Spring,  in  Spartanburg 
C(.  unty,  four  miles  South  of  Spartanburg  C.  H.,  and  one  mile  West  of 
Cedar  Spring  Station,  on  the  line  of  the  Spartanburg  and  Union  Rail- 
road. 
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
